Fire in St. Paul. 


ST. PAUL. Dec. 6.—The most destructive 


fire that has visited St. Paul since tbe capital 
burned broke out this morning in Nicola & 
Dean's wholesale hardware establishment, 
corner Third and SIbley streets. About half 
past 10 o'clock flames were discovered issu- 
ing from a fine in the shipping room, and 
almost immr ''lately appeared in the ceiling 
aud floor of t :a second story. An alarm WM 
at once turn.d in, but the wires failed to 
work. Engine No. 2 arrived on the spot fully 
ten minutes af • ~>r the. alarm was sounded, 
rhotigh but four1 '.ocks'fl.yray. Nos. land 3 and 
the hook and ladder failing to respond to the 
call, a second alarm was turned in. which 
DI oaght No. 5 down from St. Anthony hill. 
No 1 and tbe hook and ladder were finahy 
apprised of the fire by the messenger arriv- 
ing with No. S. By this time the entire upper 
floor, which was stored with wllbden ware, 
was in flames. Everything went wrong. 
With 
tha thermometer registering only 


eiiiht above zeio everything w-s frozen and 
Slippery, and the danger was extreme. The 
i ew Hayes extension ladder 'became no 
clogged $ritb fee in the machinery* parts that 
the greatest dimeulty wa,s experienced in its 
use. The fire was rapidly gaining headway, 
and all the movables had long since been 
piled m the streets. 
By half past 11 the 
flames were under control, though still burn 
ing fiercely. IA heavy five-foot wall protect- 
ed Merrill, Sahlgnard & Thwing's wholesale 
drug house. ! Had the flames reached there 
the whole block would undoubtedly have 
been swept away.

It also detects thorns or 


Attempt to Sink a Skip in Mid Ocean 


SAN FBANOISCO, Dec. 6.—An attempt was 


made to sink in mid ocean the ship Josepl 
S. Spinney, which arrived here Saturday from 
Havre. When four weeks out, between three 
and four feet of water was discovered m the 
hold.

During the 
winter of 1880 and 1881, whou the jail 
roads bouth and eabt ot us were locked 
for weeks with snow, the Noah Pacific 
irttiws made their regular uip&lo liib- 
marck ou every running day witli two 
exceptions. Our storms are limited. The 
days come and go so blight and plea-aut 
that a moderate storm is uiany times a re- 
lief for the consequent monotony.

Fine View from the Housetops.

He gives a synopsis of the lose of tke ex- 
ploring steamer Jeannette. The law re- 
quiring army officers to retire at the age 
ol 64 should be amended, being very em- 
barrassing in its present shape. 


Referring to the navy the president says 


cruising vessels should be gradually le 
placed by iron or steel ships, the moni- 
tors by modern armored vessels, and ar- 
mament by rifled gunft% 


The president favors the reduction of 


postage on letters, and says: "I h;ive given 
much study and reflection to this subject, 
and am thorough!) persuaded that such a 
reduction would be lor the best interest 
of me public. It bus been the policy of 
the government Irom its fuundatit n tw 
detray as far as possible the expenses of 
carrying the ma.ls by a direct lax iu ihe 
form ot pobtdge. | It has never been 
claimed, however, thai this service ougut 
to be pioductlve of a net revenue, "lue 
reporf of the postmaster general showa 
that there i& now a very considerable t-ui- 
plus in his" department, and thu hence- 
forth the receipts aio likelv to increase m 
a much greater r<j.tr> ihan its necessaiy 
t xpcuditure.

The steamboat season on the Missouri 


river which closed by the recent ai rival ot 
the government steamer Emily, has been 
marked with fewer delays and acci- 
dents than for many years previous. The 
stage of water has been fairly good, and 
while the season was not as long as thai 
of 1881, nearly equally as much freight 
ban been transported on the Missouri 
river. The advancement of the North 
Pacific into Montana, thus shutting off 
entirely the business of the Yellowstone 
river, had a great deal to do in lessening 
the amount of government and private 
freight to be transported by river irom 
Bismarck. Still the rapid settlement ol 
the country along the upper river, has 
nearly made up lor the loss of business 
on account of the railroad. Last year 
thete were several thousand pounds 01 
freight transported fi»r tiie building of 
military posts, Assiniboine and Magin- 
uis. Tina jyear there has been but liule 
of that class of freight. Last year tbui 
btearn boat loads 'of Indians were trans- 
ported dowp. stream, and there was also 
quite a general movement of troops, bin 
this year there have been no Indians, and 
but lew troops moved. Taking every thing 
into consideration the season has been a 
very successful one, and, as the Pioueei 
Press stales, much credit ia due the gov 
ernmeut engineers tor the impiovementu 
in the uppvr river.

SOME INTERESTING FIGURES. 


The season of 1883 saw a fleet of twenty- 


two s'eameis ready tor the Missouri and 
the Yellowbtoiie river traffic, Ihe latter, as 
oeioie stated; scarcely counting, so slight 
was it ascompaied with t ie aggiegatr. 
Tne Eclipse was the first boat ot the sea- 
son to pull out for up river,which she did 
April 10th, a number following iu the 
days immediately succeeding. The clos- 
ing of navigation is usually Irom the 1st 
to the 15th ot ^November, and this yeai 
the Bntte anived from above and went 
into winter quarters Nov. 10,the last until 
1883. 
During the season there were 


eiirhty-six departures and eighty-five ai- 
nvalsfrom and at Bismarck, and only 
two trips allj told were made on the Yel- 
lowstobe. At Fort Ben ton, the head of 
navigation, and more than 1,300 miles 
above Bisrnauck, there were forty arrivals 
during I-e season—an unusual numbei, 
and fully attesting tiie excellent tfltct ot 
the gov -rnment work. Ihe Benton bo^ts, 
loo, notwithstanding the arenerally low 
water, were i able to tube much heavier 
fieights than usual, and this abiltiy, aa 
may easily be imagined, is an important 
factor in transpoitalion covei in» so long 
and tortaous a course. Only one boat 
came to griet, but this svaa the Heel Cloud, 
one of the latgebt and handsomest, which 
btruck a submerged btump near Bouche'b 
grave, about sixty miles from Fort Peck, 
and sank almost instantly. The boat was 
a total lobs. A large part of the cargo 
was saved. The total value of ihe twenty- 
two boals \vas $493,000, and ihe aggre- 
gate tonnage 8,400, custom house meas- 
urement.

the west at noori, Sunday, March 11,18«o. 
-No vessel, whatever her dimensions, will be 
safe out of harbor, and> none of small ton- 
nage can hope to survive the tidal wave and 
fury of thjs tempest. As the wind will blow 
from the southeast, its planetary force will 
be sufficient to submerge the low lands of 
. lie American coast, especially those border- 
ing 011 the Gulf of Mexico and washed by the 
gulf-stream, while the air currents tor several 
hundred m:les along the east side of the 
Kook^r mouniaiu binge, owing to the great 
atmospheric pressure in those regions, will 
spread uuiversa destruction. The JNew Eu- 
ylaiid states will also suffer severely from 
wind,and flood. No point ontsid« the harbor 
in the area of the Atlantic, especially north 
of the equator, will be a place of satety, for 
this will oe pre-eminently the greatest storm 
that has visited this comment since the days 
of your illustrious first president. In view 
of this event, thorefore, 1 take the great lib- 
erj;y of presenting to your excellency the ad- 
visability of orJei-mg all United States ships 
into sate harbors not later than the 5thof 
March, till this stprin has passed. '
